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GEORGE GETS TOUGH 


George Goutzioulis will be known as being a hard man on the park, even though 
he may not like that tag, writes Nicholas Tzaferis. 


THINK of George Goutzioulis and thoughts of 
crunching tackles and ferocity spirng to mind. 

The hard-running midfielder is undoubdtedly best 
known for his never-say-die attitude on the park and his 
uncanny knack of putting his legs in places where few 
others dare. 

Surprisingly, however, Goutzioulis doesn't like just being 
branded a hard man. 

"| don't like being known for that because people think 
| can't play," he says candidly. "Because my tackles look 
more awkward than others, maybe that's why | look 


hard but that is not what my game is all about." 


It may not be all his game is about, but indeed 
Goutzioulis has is fast carving a name for himself as one 
of the Ericsson Cup's most feared opponents - a super 


pest in the Andrew Marth mould. 


His tackles are fierce, his spirit something most clubs 
could do with. "That's what people most people like 
about me and is most intimidiating for the opposition," 
Goutzioulis says. 

"If the ball is there to be won you have to win it. But | 
don't go into to hurt anyone intentionally because | 
wouldn't want them to do it to me. 

"| always try to give it all and the crowd does appreciate 
that. "The fans respect that. They see you are out there 
and giving 120 per cent. If every player gave 120 per cent 
but we lost | don’t think our supporters would mind. 
Goutzioulis says coach Ange Postecoglou encourages his 
gritty game. "Ange likes hard play. He wants us to play 


hard as long as we don't do silly things," Goutzioulis says. 


"The first tackle is so important - it shows your 
opponent what they're in for. "The first tackle’ is all | 
hear Clarky (David Clarkson) say before the game. 
“We've got other hard boys too. Nick Orlic and 
Clarkson are just as hard." Goutzioulis has won over 
many opponents this season because of his intimidation. 
Sydney Olympic's Kris Kalantzis was sent off after 
Goutzioulis intimidation earlier this season and helped 
South overturn a 1-0 deficit to victory.

After the criticism of South Melbourne's backline 
last season, South Melbourne goalkeeper Michael 
Petkovic says things are more dandy in defence 
this time around. Nicholas Tzaferis writes 


FOR a team that was so impressive in winning the title 
last season, South Melbourne seemed unable to escape 
criticism of its defence. 

Most of it was justified, South goalkeeper Michael 
Petkovic rarely kept a clean sheet and the side was lucky 
that its free-flowing game saw it score many more goals 
than it conceded. 

This season, however, the defence has been much tighter, 
pleasing Petkovic and his team mates. 

"We've been keeping a lot more clean sheets this 
season," Petkovic says. 

“if we didn't concede five goals to Marconi and four to 
Carlton, we would probably have the best defensive 
record in the league.” 

The old soccer adage that defence begins in attack has 
worked for South Melbourne this season, according to 
Petkovic. 

"The whole team is helping and we've been really 
concentrating on doing our job," he says. 

"We have had players injured and we know that with so 
many players out, we haven't been able to score as many 
as we did last season.

"The boys now realise that if we keep a clean sheet, 
we're eventually going to score and that is going to be 
enough to win the game." 

Petkovic says not even the loss of accomplished sweeper 
Tansel Baser to Turkey has made the South defence look 
weaker. 

“Tansel's loss hasn't been that much of a problem 
because we have so much depth," Petkovic says. 

"Fausto (De Amicis) can play sweeper, Steve losifidis can 
as well and we still have Con Blatsis to come back to 
make the defence even stronger.” 

One of the players who has ably risen to the 
responsibility during the absence of Baser and the loss of 
the likes of Blatsis and losifidis has been Robert Liparoti. 
The Victorian Premier League recruit has shone when 
asked for, Petkovic says. 

"He's been doing really well," Petkovic says. 

“He's had his chance to play and he deserves it. With 
more games, he'll gain more confidence and become a 
really good player." 

Now the critics have been silenced, Petkovic and his 
fellow goal-stoppers are happy to not give the critics any 
further chance to knock them.
